At midnight last 


n'lgbt there occurred a terrific catastro- 
phe that has temporarily isolated the 
towns up Clear Creek canon from Inter 
course with the world. At that hour 
Ihcrrjra* an Immense cloud burst near 
the forks of tbe creek, pouring a deluge 
of water within tbo narrow confines of 
tbo canon. It completely demolished 
tbc two iron .railway bridges at the 
Xorks, and. a> far a» can be learned, an 
nlhllated all th£ other structures la the 
vicinity. The restaurant, tbc depot and 
all outhouses were awcpt away in the 
flood. Fortunately, it Is believed, no 
tlvcs were lost. The immense volume 
of water, laden with wreckage, went 
tearing down the canon with the result 
thai to day, from tbe Forks to Uolden, 
there is scarcely a vestige of tbe railroad 
left. The greater portion of tbe roadbed 
jg washed away, aod all means of com- 
munication destroyed. 
After the cloud 


burst, t furious hall storm set in. and 
now It is reported that ball a foot deep 
is lying In tbe canon 
At II o'clock tbls 


morning a train loaded with bridge tim- 
bers, and conveying 200 men, left Den- 
ver for tbe scebe of destruction. It will 
be about three days before the road can 
be repaired.

MIC. SPINXKY INTERVIEWED. 


The Account of Hl« Abduction CoDtlrm-d 


In All P«rtlcal«t«. 


Mr. B. F. Spinney arrived In the city 


from his ranch yesterday, aud was Im 
mediately interviewed by a QAZE.UE 
representative. He gave a full ni~count 
of bis capture and detention' in the 
mountains by a Texas cowboy,'one Joe 
Harris, to whom he bad been owing 
money. The details of the cspture bave 
already been given by the GA»BI-JE. and 
were in the main accurate. Harris ap 
pcared at tbe Spinnty ranch in South 
Park, and with a gun demanded tbat 
Mr. Spinney get on t bora* snd accom- 
pany him, threatening to kill both Spin- 
ncy and bis brother-in-law, Harrington. 
He would listen to no argument, and Mr. 
Spinney says that be could bave had bis 
moBeyiJien, _pr at aTSy time after, but 
tbe fellow eoVtntd possessed with the 
desire to have him also. He believes 
that tbe fellow Intended to kill him after 
securing tbe money, but tbat bis heart 
failed bim at tbc last. 


Tbe first night after leaving tbc ranch 


Hail is tnd bts captive rode to near 
Dillon, distant about seveutv five miles. 
Aftet that they went up into Kgyrla 
park, 7iding by .night. 
After getting 


there, however, they traveled by day- 
light. Mr. Spinney WM gone for twenty- 
one days, being released on tbe llth at 
Hayden. in the western 'part of the state. 
Harris, he i^ys. vety frequently talked 
of killing bim, tnd be bad many cbanccs 
to kill Harris but refralneiss he felt tbat 
the matter would not end there as there 
are two other brothcm and other relatives 
who would have taken up tbe matter. 
The Harris crowd, be says, are a pretty 
desperate crowd, and known as terrors in 
their home in Hamilton county. Text* 
One of the Hatusboys joined bis brother 
in Egyrlt ptrk tnd tt one time they got 
Into t quarrel and came near having 
blood shed. * 


Tbe party lived^entlrely upon oat meal 


and dried gr»p»«" once or twice procur- 
ing a little "side" meat, tnd they slept 
upon the ground night after night. 
Harris at first claimed only tbe money 
due him. but later raised It to Include 
money owed bis mother for part of tbc 
cattle, but which was Killed for by a 
note. This WM paid him and it was 
over tbls that the brothers quarreled. 
Joe U»ri is claimed his railroad fare from 
Texas and 140 for bis trouble, and tbis 
w»* also paid. Harrington, Mr. Spin- 
ney's 
brother-in law. 
paid 
the 


money to Harris' brother at Hayden and 
he notified him by a postal. 
v> hen Har- 


ris let his victim go be remarked tbat It 
WM his time next, but Spincey replied 
that be supposed be wonld have to catcb 
him first. He thin1" Harris Is hiding 
with his cow boy friends in tbe wesleid 
part of tho state, but he does not know 
whether he will attempt to bave him 
caught tnd orosccuted 
Mr S^lnuey 


does nbt look much th.e worse for wear 
but says be does not wish to have an- 
other such experience even If It Is one 
of the most no'vcl any man ever had.
